know. All night I faced this blank 
face of the God I did not under- 
stand. It was a night of full moon 
and looking out of the plane at its 
cold, bleak surface, all of my old 
fears of the vast dead universe of 
no God came back to me.

tance from the hospital. My son 
was still alive. When I left the 
hospital, instead of going to the 
hotel, I went to the church. For 
half an hour I knelt, praying that 
Mary would intercede for me, that 
my son might live. 


Still Doubting Thomas 


Did this mean that I had: ac- 
cepted Mary and her Divine Son? 
1 did not think so then, but I did 
for that moment sincerely hope 
that Christianity might be true. 
Like the old Romans who erected 
an altar to the unknown god, lest 
one be slighted, I had turned to 
Mary as a hope. 


But old habits die hard. The 
next day when the Colonel said 
that my son might live, I thought 
of my visit to the church as an ex- 
hibition of superstition. That 
Mary had interceded, that my 
prayer had been answered. I was 
not convinced. It was easier to 
keep silent about my prayer and 
accept the word of modern sci- 
ence that the doctors performed 
the miracle. 


If I were writing fiction, this 
should have been the occasion 
which brought me to the Church. 
Instead I was yet years away. But 
undoubtedly 1 knew from _ that 
time that if I ever accepted Chris- 
tianity, the Catholic Church was 
the voice of authority.

It looked as if the Notre Dame University Theatre had bitten 
off more than it could chew. T. S. Eliot’s “The Cocktail Party” is no 
small morsel. Yet they swallowed it easily and there was very little 
digestive trouble for cast or audience. 

That the University Theatre should give the first non-professional 

erformance of “The Cocktail Party” was a great privilege. Coming off 
heir scintillating performance of Shakespeare’s “The Comedy of 
Errors” in October, it was only naturally that the N. D. Theatre should 
reach for the stars. They grabbed not only the stars, but the moon, too. 

‘The success of the “Party” is due to the same wonderful factors 
which made the University Theatre’s initial outing this year such a hit. 
This time it was Michael Casey’s turn at the directing assignment. He 
followed John Tumpane’s Shakespeare with a neat one-two punch. 

Casey had a fine cast to work with and it is obvious that he 
worked them hard: To master Eliot’s dialogue, with its fine symbolism 
and tricky verse pattern, is no easy task for any actor. The end result | 
was a fine, polished performance.

He was 
the main obstacle, since Sister 
Catherine. was certainly doing her 
part. So after consulting the Arch- 
bishop of Paris, he had several of 
the medals manufactured. That 
was in 1832. And immediately 
things began to happen—cures and 


soon everyone was asking for this 
“Miraculous Medal.” Since _ that 
time, literally millions of them 
have been blessed and worn with 
great profit by the faithful. 

Sister Catherine was a holy wo- 
man. Until her death, no one 
knew that she had been the vis- 
ionary of the Miraculous Medal— 
no one excepting her spiritual di- 
rector and one of her superiors. 
Even the Sisters in her. own in- 
stitute were ignorant of her role 
in the affair. She was canonized 
in 1947 and today we know her 
as St. Catherine Laboure. 


Association Set Up 


It is Mary’s wish that all her 
children wear her medal. To help 
fulfill this wish, Pope Pius X 
established The Association of the 
Miraculous Medal, enriching it 
with lavish indulgences. A plen- 
ary indulgence may be gained un- 
der the usual conditions on the 
day of investiture, at the hour of 
‘death, once a year during retreat, 
the first Sunday of every month, 
Passion Sunday and the following 
'Friday, on Wednesday, Thursday 
and Friday of Holy Week, besides 
32 other occasions during the year. 

Two conditions are necessary: a 
person must be invested in the 
'medal by a priest with the neces- 
sary faculties; and one must wear 
the medal on the breast suspended 
from the neck. The aspiration it- 
self, “O Mary, conceived without 
sin, pray for us who have recourse 
to thee,” carries an indulgence of 
300 days each time it is repeated.
